country. It is the theme of universal discussion, 
aod {4 viewed In various lights, according to tho 
polntfrom which it is seen, For instance, its 
genornl offect in the Middle States, the majority 
of whose population are conservative, fs the 
conviction that tt practically amounts to little 
or nuthing—that it will exert no salutary intlu-

folly.” What effect it may have in the rebol-

In connection with thes extracts wo 
publish tho famous Order No. Ul of 
General Hunter, and the proclamation of 
tho President countermanding it, from 
which it will be seen that the course of 
Mr, Lincoln throughout bas been conserva. 
tive, ond that be has been constantly embar- 
rassod by rampant radicalism io his efforts to 
restore tho Union upon tho basis of the cone 
stitution. Indeed, tho President, ina speech de- 
livorod slnce the issue of tho proclamation, so 
pointedly alludes to “tho difficultica’” which 
ho has had to oncounter at tho hands of tho 
abolitionists that be cannot fail to elicit the 
consideration and aympathy of all loyal mea, 

It isevidont that the radicals aro not satis 
fied with tho proclamation, and that they fear, 
as regards thoir expectations, it only * keeps 
the word of promise to the ear while it will 
Dreak it to the hops.”

Their polley was to pro- 
claim’ Immediate, unconditigaal emancipation. 
‘Tho polloy of the Prewidant is to give the rebol- 
Hous Staves Ureo mouths ta return to thelr alle- 
glance, ia whieh contingency all thetr instita- 
(ions are to be proserved to the Lotter 
and xpirit of the constitation; for Mr. Lincoln 
opens his proclamation In thor rémarkable 
yords:-—"I do hereby protlalm and declare, 
that hereafter, aa horetoforn, the war will bo 
prosseutod for the object of practically restoring 
the constitutional relation betwesp tha United 
Stator and tho people thereof, In whatover 
States that relation ts or may bo suspended oF 
disturbed." Negro alavery la therefore to be 
protected by tho flag of tho United States In 
evory loyal Bato In which It may bo found to 
oxist at the opening of the now year. Mr. Lio 
coin discialma all {dea of abollabing any State 
Institution, or Lo offace Stats boundary lines, and 
‘wake tho whole country one consolidated repub- 
Mc oremplro, Ho will not moddle with slavery fo 
any loyal Stats, Bat aa (o tlio Insurgont States, 
or auch parts of thom aa aball be declarod by 
tho President to bo In rebellion, Mr. Lincoln 
glvox a notice of ono bundred days that he will 
not respect thelr slave inatitation unless they 
Jay down their arms before tho expiration 
of tho last day of grace, the last of the year 
1862, and that all thelr acgrocs sball be de- 
clared free, the loyal owpergralone to bo com- 
| pansated, In ancordance with tho apirit of tho 
Jolnt resolution passed by Congress in May Inat. 

It la plain, thorefore, that the proclamation of 
Mr, Lincoln cannot in any just sense be re- 
garded as an omancipalion or abolition 
measure. It is wholly conditional, and may 
never emancipate w singlo alave. Should all tho 
robollious States bo subdued beforo the Ist of 
January, or abould they voluntarily return to 
their allogiance beforo that dato, the instituy 
lon would remain overywboro just as it ox. 
isted before the war began, It is a military 
measure, and not political, nor does It really 
givo any ald and comfort to the thorough paced 
radicals. It can only be rogardod in tho light 
of a military uecosalty”’ to damage the enemy; 
but, tho war ended, tho noceaslty ceases 
to oxist, and tho President, or Congroas, or the 
whole federal government, would have no 
more right or power to interforo with tho in- 
stitution of slavery in any State than with tbe 
Institution of marriage. 

Whilo this moasure is unsatisfactory to tho 
radicals of Now Kogland, it is by no moans 
palatable to tho pro-slavory loyalists of the 
bordor States. But there is this essontial dif- 
foronco: tho loyalty of tho abolitionists is con- 
ditional; that of tho Unionists of tho border 
Statos is unconditional—truo as tho needlo to 
tho polo or the dial to tho sun. ‘Thoy regard 
the measure not only as unconstitutional, but 
also ill-advised, and calculated to do moro 
harm than good (q tho causo. But that will not 
induco them to join tho rebellion or to abandon 
thoir purposo € prosecute the war for the 
Union till it is completely triumphant. Their 
idea is to cruab Out the robellion Grst, and to 
make right all that is uncoastitutional aftor- 
wards. 

Whether tho offect of the proclamation on 
tho wholo will bea balance on the aide of ovil 
or of good la a question which time alone can 
dotermine, ‘The Proaident himself, as appears 
fom bis opinions oxprosiod boforehand to 
tho deputation from Chicago, ad well os 
from his spocch after tho issue of the 
document, bos, to say tho lenst, grave 
doubts on the mudject, though he hopes for the 
best. But should the proclamation turn out 
unfortunate, and, instead of giding tho progiosa 
of the faderal arms, prove aa embarrassment and 
a bindranco, the country will hold the radicals 
responsible, who avo extortod it from the Pre- 
sident by Importunities and violent threats. 
For, after all, it is only aa it promotes or retards 
military success that it {3 of any avall for good 
Tho object of the war is not to, 
“cast out tho dovil of slavery,” which, ac- 

rding to Genoral Wadaworth, “bas tor- 
mented and disgraced us from the hour of 
our national firth.” Tho proclamation of 
the Presidont dovs not, a8 Governor Blair, of 
Michigan, contends, proclaim this principlo, or 
any other principle for which the loyal people 
of the North are more encouraged to ‘ight now 
than they wero bofore. Tho cause and the 
principle are still the same—the restoration of 
tho authority of tbo federal Union, the constitu- 
tion and the laws. ‘This is the true, the broad, 
tho safe and ouly national grofind on whiclr the 
war can bo prosacuted, and any deviation from 
it would lead tho republic into an endloss laby- 
rioth of anaroby, from which it never could bo 
extricated.

Every timg ono of our public men does anything 
remarkable, or arrives in town after having 
done anything remarkable, ho is immediately 
visited by a soreaading party. Dusides break. 
ing his rest and treating bim to a dose of music, 
the sorenailo gives him an opportunity to tell 
of his glorious exploits, explain his proclama- 
tions and rolate tho manner and motive of bis 
victories. No doubt some proclamations need 
explanations very badly, and no doubt gene- 
rals can tell of their victories better than any 
iinpartlal historians; but still it steikes us that 
theso sereoades aro rather played out. After 
tho President issued his emaacipation procla. 
mation, which Grocloy says will end the 
war in sixty days, he was compelled to 
rise from bis co\ch somewhere near mid- 
night and make a speech about it The 
members of the Cabinet were also dis- 
turbod and compelled to make speeches upon 
that important occasion. General Wadsworth 
happened to Le nominsted for Governor of this 
State, and was serenaded accordingly. Com- 
modore Portor arrived here from Now Orleans, 
and our gallant fire boys sorenaded him. So 
tho thing goes on. If the people cateh a live 
general in the street they are after him with a 
band of music, and never leave him until they 
haye succeeded in flading out his sentiments 
about the war and his opinions of matters and 
things genecally. One or two of our generals 
consistently refuse to comply with the demands 
of the sorenaders; but such exceptions only go 
to prove the rule. The public mea compli- 
mented by tho serenades are not the only per- 
tops developed upon such occasions, bowaver. 
On the contrary, there are always one, two or 
three persons who make it undorstood that they 
are the Individuals who Imye urranged and 
managed the imprompta celebration, and who 
expeot fat offices, ia retura for their labors, 
when the cerenadod persons shall be elected 
Presidents, or Governors, or members of Con. 
gros. Byerytbing is done a fa mililaire in thia 
country nowadays, and so ao wonder that 
office seekers should go about preceded by a 
brass baad. ‘ 


The Late News from Harope—The Battles 
Betore Washington: 

‘Tho City of Baltimore, at this port, and the 
Anglo-Saxon, off Cape Race, bring some vory 
Interesting ews from Europe. It la to the 19th 
Instant. ‘The Ialest intolligenco which bad 
reached Furope from New York way to tho 6tb 
of September. Tho news of tho defeat of Gene- 
ral Pope’a army and {ts retiroment to Waabing- 
ton bad been received and bad produced its 
effect. Immediately on hearing of tho re- 
vorse of the federal arms the rebols and 
tholr agents throughout Burope wero thrown 
into state of great hilarity and delight, and 
fat once renowed Weir efforts to obtain the re- 
cognition of their confedoracy. 

‘The Roglish and French papers are full of ar- 
Uclos on the subject. But it appears, on care- 
fally readin g over these journals, that, although 
tho nows has produced an effect temporarily 
unfavorable to the federal government in France 
and England, yet it is plain that thoso govern- 
ments bayo seen that the rebellion has 
reached [ls crisls, by the very successes 
of tho rebels, and thero is not the 
slightest disposition manifested to baste 
the recognition of the South in consequence of 
tboir military movements. The London Times, 
commenting on the recent battles, says that tho 
robold must secure their entire northern line 
‘and hold it before they can bo recognized; and 
It has como to the conclusion that, although the 
Confederates have met with somo success, the 
bravory, courage und endurance of the Ameri- 
can race wore developed In a most startling 
manner in the series of battles in front of Wasb- 
Ington. They have now reached that point in 
Fogland that, instead of speaking of sonding 
over a dozen regiments to Canada, they are 
now under the impression that it would be 
necessary for France and England to send over 
one bandred thousand mea each to produce any 
effect upon us. If they will wait a little longer, 
until we fight 9 fow more battles, they will per- 
haps be induced to awoll these numbers to half 
million, and then they could accomplish noth- 
ing hore. 

But thero Is ono Important aign presonted in 
allthis news, and that is that tho immense 
military and naval resources of this country 
‘aro producing an impression in Europe not 
droamt of a year ago; and from tho tone of the 
European proas it sooms very ovident that they 
intend to lotus alone. They bavo, in truth, 
found: out that wo area ‘dangerous people 
and now even tho Fronch abolition organs, 
speaking in anticipation of the President 
rocent proclamation, say that it is one of the 
most frightful measures that could bo adopted. 

‘Altogether tho oxtracts wo give to-day show 
that the European mind is only now boing in- 
atructed in the A BC of American institutions, 
resources and power. We advise them care- 
fully toatudy tho news ‘from this country for 
tho next six months, and perbaps thoy will find 

enough to convince them that wo are really "a 
dangerous people.” 


‘Tue Yaxnues oy Ciusa—Recent advices from 
Europe inform us that soveral gunboats are now 
Duilding in England for the Chinese govern 
mont, aod that several English naval officors 
have received permission to enlist in the Chines 
service. ‘This nows indicates a sudden ond 
wonderful advance in civilization on the part of 
ont antipodean friends, the Celestials. ‘They 
add another to the many proofs of the modern 
Aiseovery that the highor tho civilization of » 
country the greater isthe necessity for improved 
weapons of destruction. Tho most Christian, 
tho most intelligent, the richest, the groatest 
and the beat nation on earth is that which has 
the most and the largest cannon. The Chineso 
sco this at last, and are becoming civilized. 

Without pressing this point at present, how- 
ovor, we desire to call attention to the struggle 
for supremacy between the different nationali- 
ties in China. ‘Tho English use the opium trade 
asakey to keep tho Chinese ports unlocked, 
but do not caro to proceed far into the interior 
ofthe country. Tho Russians make great use 
of their semicreligious embassy at Pokin, aud 
carry on o great and increasing trade ncross 
the inland borders of China, having a large 
depot at Kiachta, from which most of the Chi- 
neso news reaches us, Tho French have adopt 
ed the Russian plan in preference to that of the 
Englisb, end by far the best work upon China 
is that of tho French Abbo Huo. Tho Americans 
use all threo mothods of ingratiating themsolves 
with the Chinese, and have been equally suc- 
cessful in opening ports, in sending embassies 
snd in making interior explorations, Indeed, 
as matters stand at present, the Americans 
havo the ascondonoy in China, and it will be 
well for the interests of our commerce if this 
ascondency can be maintained. 

Tho leading man upon the government side 
in China is now an American, named Ward, 
native of New York city. This gentleman has 
been frequontly roferred to by the English, 
who sought to diminish his influence by calling 
him first a filibuster and then a secessionist. 
Mr, Ward deserves neither of these titles, how- 
ever, as bis relatives here have satisfactorily 
demonstrated. Ho is simply a foreigner in the 
employ of tho Chinese government, and be has 
been so successful in his efforts to put down 
the Chinese rebellion that he bas lately been 
made a grand mandarin, the first time in the 
history of the world that such an honor has 
doen conferred by the Celestials upon an out. 
side barbarian, If their govorament shall suo- 
coed in pulting down the rebellion, therefore, 
the Americans will stand in advance of all 
othar foreigners in the estimation of the Chinese. 

On the otter band, the Chinesa rebels are no 
less intimately connected with Americans, 
The rebel king was educated by the Rev. 
Mr. Roberts, an American missionary, and 
has decided proclivities towards American 
mannora and customs, to say nothing 
of a disposition to adopt our religion and to 
guaranteo religious freedom to ali bis subjects. 
In the meantime, while the rebellion is pead- 
ing, all the rivers of China are boing navigated 
by little steamers built here at New York; and 
in every direction Americag influences aro 
quietly and unobtrusively at work breaking 
down the barriers of projadice betireen us and 
the Chinese, and proparing the way for a cordial 
alliance between the qld nation of the East and 
the now republic of tho West.

The Altoona Gubernatorial Conference. 

We publish this morning a letter from our 
correspondent at the Altoona Convention of the 
Governors, giving a aketch of the Governors 
who participated ia the conference, with inci- 
dents and additional details connected with 
that gathering, which will be found doubly 
intoreating, now that tho radicals are eadeavor 
ing to wriggle themsolves out of the dilemma 
that their acta and efforts to carry the doctrine 
of Southern Stato righta into practice, by dic- 
tating to the Prealdent what’ he sball do, bas 
pinced thom in. Wo also publish an ox- 
tract from the Baltimore American, ‘denying 
the press statement from Washington that 
the question of removing McClollan was not 
broached in the Convention, accompanied with 
the confidoot assertion that they have proof to 
the contrary, and that the subject was brought 
up by Governor Andrew. 

‘Our correspondent gives a description of the 
wholo affair, with communications received by 
tho Governors while they were in session, and 
follows tho affair through from the first to the 
Jost, fully corroborating his report by telegraph 
in overy. particular, besides furnishing a vast 
amount of additional circumstantial evidence, 
which alone is sufficient proof that the removal 
of McClellan was the principat object that in- 
duced tho radical Governors to visit Altoona. 
‘Thus from every quarter the proof is accumu- 
lating against them. ‘Thole eiforts to show our 
reports falae is oaly recolling upon thelr own 
heads and increasing thoir guilt. The evidence 
conclusively shows that, hed it not been for tho 
decisive stand taken by tho Governors of Mary.

Andrew, when asked who 
conld take McClollan’s place, is conclusive 
proof that the notion of the New England Gov- 
ernors st this conference was in accordance 
with the programme laid down at Providence, 
at their meeting with the New York War Com- 
mitteo.

Not content witl the slow 
killing process by which railroads and tele- 
graphs and civilization wero yearly thinning 
out the Indians, they have now arrayed against 
the poor aborigines the terrible power of this 
mighty government. The Indians have never 
been of any usa to us; but the negroes cannot 
‘he so ensily sparad,ond the Southern rebels 
Will not be tho only sufforers when tha career 
of the inovitable nogro shall be summarily con- 
cluded by government transportation to Chi- 
riqui. 


Asprew’s Proswase.—We have been rogularly 
and carefully examining the New England px-
